Black mar- 
ket operators motored to the little 
town to pick up the stolen supplies. 


Military police found 1,100 cans of 


evaporated milk, more than 
2,000 


pounds of meat and numerous gro- 
cery staples in the storerooms. 


The seven, who signed confes- 


sions, are awaiting trial on charges 
of desertion and theft, with possible 
death penalties. 


As a result of this and other less
